and: rose to be Director of Music to the Coldstream 
Guards and Senior Director of the Brigade of Guards.- 
When Col. Mackenzie-Rogan. took charge of the band its 
total. strength was. thirty-four performers, but when 
hie handed it Over to. his successor, Lieut. Evans, in 
1920, the band. establishment was sixty-six. . ‘ 

There is evidence that a Coldstream Band existed in 
1742. At first its members were civilians, but in 1783 
the officers petitioned their Colonel-in-Chief for a band 
ef regular attested musicians and got it. This band 
included ‘two. oboes, four clarionets, twe bassoons, one 
trumpet, two -horns and one serpent. In 1815 wher 
the band had been, augmented by the introduction of 
several more instruments, it was ordered to Paris dur- 
ing the occupation by the allies. ;
